'INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  177 
cases  notified,  and  were  as  follows :-

Diphtheria 18

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  18  cases 
of  Diphtheria  notified  8 occunfed  in  adults  of  15  years 
or  more.  The  one  death  recorded  from  this  cause  was  in 
a child  of  9 years  who  had  not  been  immunised.  The  number 
of  cases  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year  was 
130,  of  this  total  83  were  in  the  5-15  age  group  and  47 
in  the  0-5  age  group.  The  percentage  of  immunised 
children  in  the  area  is  88$  in  the  5-15  age  group  and 
44$  in  the  0-5  age  group. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  5 new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  2 of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified.
